Brick Versus @ranite. 


When cur peopleare disposed to get top 
loftical in their architecture and makes big 
show with granite, contemning the more low- 
ly and cheaper brick, let them pause and re 
fluct on Boston’s experience. The great fire 
there utterly disintegrated the magnificent 
granite structures, and left the walis of the 
more unpretending brick ones standing. 

We believe Cicago bad the same expe- 
rience. Marb‘e is better than either. Mar- 
bie walls wete uninjured. And so the brown 
stone 80 common in New York appears to 
have stood the test well. 

sut brick is at last the best material for 
building. Good brick are cheaper, better, 
more durable and more suitable than any 
other material. 

To show the comparative effect of the fire 
on the brick and granite, we copy the follow- 
ing curious facts as shown by the Boston 


fire. 

From here for a stretch of almost half a 
mile southward were solid squares or poly- 
gone of granite, with bere and there a build 
ing of marble or of brick. Of these granite 
buildings it may be said with almost literal 
exactness that there is not left one stone upon 
avother thatis not torndown. And notonly 
so, but the massive siones thus disjointed are 
disintegrated. I picked up and pocketed a 
piece of marble and of granite of equal siz 
which lay slumactde each other. They hac 
been subjected io the same tremendous test 
The granite crumbled under my fingers like 
caked rice. The marble was as firm as when 
it was quarried. Ail over this tract you 
may see what must amount to millions of 
bushels of grains of granite the size of 
biasting powder, reduced to that state, not 
by concussion, mark you, for granite splits, 
and does not disintegrate when it is struck, 
however hard, but by mere heat. It looks as 
if there had been a hail storm of adamant. 
Meantime, in this wreck of granite, the mar- 
ble bui-ding at what was, as near as | could 
make out, the corner of Lindall and Con 
grees sireets, stands ¢rect, and in structure 
uninjured. The facade has not a fixsure in 
it. These warehouses were all superbly 
built of vast blocks. There is scarcely 
anything left by which we may judge how 
goodly they were. Most of these great 
stones have gone to powder, as I said. But 
some of them remain to show cyclopean 
building. They are aliseamed. Pick one of 
these seams with your Singers, and off come 
whole laminw four or five feet long. A boy 
can kick them into pieces. And bere are 
brick piers standing unsupported to the height 
of fifteen or twenty feet in this waste of 

anite. The spacious granite fronts have 
Tisavived and disappeared. The brick parti- 
tion walls and piers stand often uninjured, al- 
ways uninju ed when good mortar has been 
used to join them, From a brick vault I saw 
aman precariously perched upon a ladder 
extracting his books in perfect order, while 
of the granite which had hidden the brick 
barely enough was lcft upon the ground w 
show what it bad been. In one placea brick 
wall four stories high, and in extent the 
whole side of @ warehouse, stands alone and 
oe Of course the next high wind will 
low it down, but wiile it stands it is an 
eloquent witness to the excellence of the 
material of which it is made. Ip one 
or two places it is to be seen what was 60 
common a sight in Chicago,a heap of bricks 
actually on fire and blazing. Butall these 
bricks are the yellow Western bricks, color- 
ed by the sulphur compounded with their 
clay. Everything seems to have stoud bet- 
ter than granite. There are the skeletons 
of two granite buildings left, and of only 
two. These are Trinity Church and a smal! 
building on the corner of Summer and High 
streets, But both of these are on the rd 
of the ruins, and neither of them felt the 
full force of the fire It swept by them 
whirlng their wood work with it, Ba:

We do not expect this state of af- 
fuirs to continue for many months, as the 
stock of cotton in New York is only 21,000 
bales, compared with 49,000 last year, and 
45,000 the year before, same time, 

Our own spinners have taken from the 
ports over 200,000 bales up to this time. 


Liverpool bas been dull, with small salee 
allthe week, caused bv the very large re- 
ceipts at our poris last. weck and to the very 
high price of money. 

The Bank of England has again raised 
its rate of interest, masing it seven per cent, 
which is three times as much as is usual iv 
the summer, and higher than it bas been fu 
years before. The very large payments of 
guid to Germany by France has caused thir 
scarcity of money, but as that debt will be 
entirely paid off within the next month, i' 
is likely gold will begia to flow back into the 
coffer of the Bank of England very soon and 
then money;will be;more plenty and the rate 
of interest will be lower again. 

The great fire in Boston burned up twenty- 
five millions of dollars worth of cotton 
goods. This great{vacnum will have to be 
filled sgain,gand the very large”’orders that 
have been, and will be given to the mills for 
new stocks, will keep them very active for a 
long time tocome, We estimate the amount 
of cotton geods burned up and destroyed in 
the Boston “re folly equal to two months’ 
productions of ail the cotton mills in the 
United States. The total production of a)! 
these, millsjin the United States, at present 
prices, is about .$150,000.000 a year. One 
great cause of the very large receipt, so far, 
ig planters are afraid to leave their cotton 
stored about the gin houses. Within the past 
two months we baveheard of more than one 
hundred gin heuses being burned, with from 
four to twenty balesof cotten each; and this 
is likely to be the case yntil we have larger 
prisons, and more of them. There are but few 
planters thatknow anything about the great 
India crop, upon which Europe was almest 
wholly dependent for cotton during uor war 
Last year that crop was early, and was 
shipped almost entirely by steamer, via canal, 
in consequence of cheap voal, low rates of 
freight, and light charges by the canal author. 
ities. The receipts at Bombay for the three 
months of last year, ending at this date, were 
92,00 baled. This year they are only 15,000 
for the same time, end, as coal has doubled in 
valae, and the tonnage duties via canal, have 
been doubled, it islikely a very large portion 
of the India cotton willbe shipped by sail, 
around the Cape of Good Hope, this year. 
This will make a difference of fally three 
months in the cotton reaching Liverpool. An 
average voyage of steamers, via cagal,is four 
weeks, while an average voyage by sail vee- 
selz, via the Cape, is four totive months. It 
is natural for the receipts to fall off at this 
time of the year, as farmers are busy sowing 
wheat, grinding sugar cane, gathering corn 
and digging po‘atoes. 

We expect bad and unpleasant weatber 
for some time in Deeember, but when the 
weather is good dering that month, it is likely 
our receipts will be large, perhaps reaching 
150,000 bales per week. Crop estimates vary 
each week as the receipts are very large or 
small. This is particularly the case m Man 
chester and Liv-tpool, and if our receipts 
should be small for a week or two now, esti- 
mates of the crop will be lowered te less than 
3,50 000 again, which will have « tendency 
to stop any further decline. The receipts 
should average an excess of 15 per cent. over 
last year from this time. Last week was 
only 8 percent. It is in the spring that s 
large or small crop is developed, either by 
very large receipts, a8 was two years ago, or 
by a sudden falling off, as is likeiy to be this 
year.

Brick Versus (@ranite. 


When our peopleare disposed to get top 
loftical in their architecture an‘! makea big 
show with granite, contemning the more low- 
ly and cheaper brick, let them pause and re 
fluct on Boston’s experience. The great fire 
there utterly disintegrated the magnificent 
granite structures, and left the walls of the 
more uopretending brick ones standing. 

We believe Cicago bud the same expe- 
rience. Marb'te is better than either. Mar- 
ble walls were un‘njured. And so the brown 
stone so common in New York sppeare to 
have stood the teat well. 

But brick is at last the best material for 
building. Good brick are cheaper, better, 
more durable and more suitable than any 
other material. 

To show the comparative effect of the fire 
on the brick and granite, we copy the follow- 
ing curious facts as shown by the Buston 


fire. 

From here for a stretch of almost half a 
mile south ward were solid squares or poly- 
gons of granite, with here and there a build 
ing of marble or of brick. Of these granite 
buildings it may be said with almost literal 
exactness that there is pot left one stone upon 
another that is not torndown. And notonly 
so, but the massive siones thus disjointed are 
disintegrated. I picked up and pocketed a 


piece of marble and of granite of equal siz 
which lav alummacide cack other. They had 


been subjected to the same tremendous test 
The granite crumbled under my fingers like 
caked rice, The marble was as firm as when 
it was quarried. All over this tract you 
may see what must amount to millions of 
bushels of grains of granite the size of 
blasting powder, reduced to that state, not 
by concussion, mark you, for granite spits, 
and does not disintegrate when it is struck, 
however hard, but by mere heat. It looks as 
if there had been a hail storm of adamant. 
Meantime, in this wreck of granite, the mar- 
bie bui-ding at what was, as near as [ could 
make out, the corner of Lindall and Con 
gress streets, stands erect, and in structure 
uninjured. The fecade has not a fissure in 
it. These warehouses were all superbly 
built of vast blocks. There is scarcely 
anything left by which we may jadge how 
goodly they were. Most of these great 
stones have gone to powder, as I said. But 
some of them remain to show cyclopean 
building. They are all seamed. Pick one of 
these seams with your Angers, and off come 
whole laminaw four or five feet long. A boy 
can kick them into pieces. And bere are 
brick piers standing unsupported to the height 
of fifteen or twenty feet in this waste of 
anite. The spacious granite fronts have 
issolved and disappeared. The brick parti- 
tion walls and piers stand often uninjured, al- 
ways uninju ed when good mortar has been 
used to join them, From a brick vault I saw 
a man precariously perched upon a ladder 
extracting his books in perfect order, while 
of the granite which had hidden the brick 
barely enough was left upon the ground w 
show what it had been. In one placea brick 
wall four steries high, and in extent the 
whole side of a warehouse, stands alone and 
fect. Of course the next high wind will 
low it down, but wiiile it stands it is an 
eloquent witness to the excellence of the 
material of which it is made. In one 
or two places it is to be seen what was so 
common a sight in Chicago,a heap of bricks 
actually en fire and blazing. Butall these 
bricks are the yellow Western bricks, color- 
ed by the sulphur compounded with their 
clay, Everything seems to have stood bet- 
ier than granite. There are the skeletons 
of two granite buildings left, and of only 
two. These are Trinity Church and a smal! 
building on the corner of Summer and High 
streets. But both. of these are on the + 
of the ruins, and neither of them felt the 
full force of the fire. It swept by them 
whirlng their wood work with it, Bar 
of all those granite buildings which were the 
boast of Boston, and which were rea!ly tried in 
the great furnace where they were thickest, not 
ene remains in decipverable outline.

The great fire in Boston burned up twenty- 
five millions ef dollars worth of cotton’ 
goods. This great; vacnhum will have to be 
filled again,,and the very large’orders that 
have been, and will be given to the mills for 
new stocks,will keep them very active for a 
long time tocome, We estimate the amount 
of cotton geods burned up and destroyed in 
ihe Bost: fully equal to two months’ 
productions of ail the cotton mills in the 
United States. The total production of al! 
thesemillsj.in the United States, at present 
prices, is about .$150,000.000 a year. One 
great cause of the very large receipt, so far, 
ig planters are afraid to leave their cotton 
stored about the gin houses. Within the past 
two months we baveheard of more than one 
hundred gin houses being burned, with from 
four to twenty bales of cotten each; and this 
is likely to be the case until we have larger 
prisons, and more of them. There are but few 
planters thatknow anything about the great 
India crop, upon which Europe was almest 
wholly dependent for cotton during uor war 
Last year that crop was early, and was 
shipped almost entirely by steamer, via canal, 
in consequence of cheap voal, low rates of 
freight, and light charges by the canal author. 
ities. The receipts at Bombay for the three 
months of last vear, ending at this date, were 
92,00 baled. This year they are only 15,000 
for the same time, end, as coal has doubled in 
value, and the tonnage duties via canal, have 
been doubled, it islikely a very large portion 
of the India cotton willbe shipped by sail, 
around the Cape of Good Hope, this year. 
This will make a difference of fally three 
months in the cotton reaching Liverpool. An 
average voyage of steamers, via cagal,is four 
wecks, whilean average voyage by sail ver- 
selz, via the Cape, is four totive months. It 
is natural for the receipts to fall off at this 
time of the year, as farmers are busy sowing 
wheat, grinding sugar cane, gathering corp 
and digging po‘'atoes. 

We expec: bad and unpleasant weather 
for some time in Deeember, but when the 
weather is good during that month, it is likely 
our receipts will be large, perhaps reaching 
150,000 bales per week. Crop estimates vary 
each week as the receipts are very large or 
small.

$,50 000 again, which will have a tendency 
to stop any further decline.
